It is COD 
tisteet, and wise that the Colonization Society 
should adhere firmly to her long practiced course 
of taking iu Liberia the free black9 who volun- 
tarily desire the Society to take them there. — 
Mr. Williams would bo one of the lost to advise 
that the Society should change this feature in 
its constitution, as the matter now stands in the 
State 

We hate staled our views as due to the Soci- 
ety and to Mr. Willinnn in publishing his ad- 
dress in our paper Our readers will read Mr. 
Williams' address with much interest, and no 
doubt tnaoy of them will respond cordially to 
his views. The state ol public sentiment calls 
loudly for a candid exposition of national duty 
on the part of its citizens Mr. Williams has 
stated his views in full.

An v.i.i.. delivered before the Ken- 
tucky Colonization Society, in Frank- 
fort, the SHth of Jsnuarv. by Col. Geo. 
W. Williams. 

Recent occurrences have given vitality to quefl 
tions of importance; the agitation of which has. 
in different sections of the countrv, and pretty 
much in accordance with the particular locality, 
been productive ol results corresponding with the 
interests aud prejudices of each localitv. Thev 
have heretofore been discussed again and again, 
ami many, If not all of them, were supposed to 
have been definitely settled. Some of them, the 
slave trade, or rather its suppression, and the 
fugitive slave law — the right of the owner lo his 
property in his slaves, and the necessity for the 
colonization of the free negro population, were 
presumed to have been no disposed of by the 
solemn forms of law, organic and municipal, 
and by adjudications of the judicial tribunals of 
the State and Nation, as to have put to rest for- 
ever any disputation upon them. But such is 
not the case. The constant and fanatical efforts 
now being made by the Abolition party to des- 
troy the right of ownership in slave property, by 
overturning the entire system of slavery, not 
merely by its exclusion from our. national terri 
torv, but by a persistent, openly avowed, and 
daring design preached and practiced by its 
agents and leaders, to abolish the institution of 
slavery iu the States; the illegal, bold and reck- 
less attempt to revh e ihe slave trade, with its 
miseries and horrors, by portions of the planting 
interests of the Southern cotton growing and 
sugar raising States; the often occurring aud 
systematic attacks upon the objects and action of 
the American Colonization Society, by men in 
high position and wielding a wide influence, so- 
cial and political, and the many obstacles thrown 
in the way of the execution of the fugitive slave 
law by the people of the Northern States; these 
indicate that so lar from being disposed of, there 
is at this moment reason to believe that they 
are w holly unsettled in the public mind, and that 
results will follow these upturnings of hereto- 
lore well determined and fixed primary meas- 
ures, that shall not only by disastrous to the 
peace of the people and the safety o( the 
Union, but to the liberty of man every where. 

With your permission I shall be happy to say 
something in reference to these questions, how- 
ever out of place it may appear to be for mc to 
do so. Those who have preceded me in the de 
livery of your annual address have confined 
themselves to discussions of the subject of colo- 
nization with one or two exceptions, and 1 would 
not ask to be classed among the exceptional 
cases, did I not feel 9ure that an investigation of 
these matters an? in some degree necessary and 
important to the interests of colonization itself. 
I wish, however, to premise that I alone am re 
sponsible for the opinions uttered by me on this 
occasion, and although I appear as your Speaker, 
yet you, as a Society, are, in no respect, respon- 
sible for my sentiments. 

If any one question of grave importance has 
been settled to the satisfaction of all parties 
and of all sections, and, to the settlement of 
which the people of the nation have given their 
unanimous concurrence, it is that of the suppys 
sion of the slave trade. All christiun nations 
united in the abolition of this trade, and from 
Pitt and Fox, of the British Parliament, who 
were impelled and sustained bv the arguments 
of their countryman and colleague, Wilberforce, 
whose soul and heart were devoted to this great 
cause; from Washington, Franklin, and Jeffer 
sou, and other great statesmen, there was utter- 
ed but one sentiment on the subject, and that 
whs lor its suppression. A traffic so abhorrent to 
all law, human and divine, accompanied with so 
many crimes, followed by so much Buffering, in 
vading the most sacred human rights, pervaded 
with more cruelty than any other trade known to 
commerce, could not possibly be sustained by 
the civilized nations of earth, although the strug 
gle tor its overthrow was lon^and protracted, 
commanding as it did the staresmanship of the 
wisest and best men of the age. When it was 
overthrown, there waa no heart in the bo9om of 
universal manhood that did not beat with a more 
generous and noble impulse, and which did not 
respoud to the act that consummated iu over- 
throw, with a cheerful and cordial approbation. 
'I he enactments of the national legislature have 
been equal to the demands ol public sentiment 
on this subject. Each was passed iu strict ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the people. The 
history of the several laws of Congress, as they 
follow each other, need only lo be referred to as 
proof of this sentiment. Even that of 182", 
which declares the slave trade to be piracy, and 
provides the death penalty for those who shall 
be engaged in it, was passed in accordance with 
public opiuion, aud since its promulgation no 
complaint has been heard till recently, nor has 
its propriety been doubted till then. And why 
should there be a voice heard against it now 7 — 
Are not the people, North and South, as much 
in lavor of it as they were forty years since? — 
Shall not its provisions be sustained, and its pen 
allies enforced? Surely they will be, for a re- 
turn to sentiment in favor of the African slave 
trade on the part of the United States, a relusal 
to execute existing laws, or a repeal, or a sup- 
pression of those laws, would indeed be a mel- 
ancholy, a most deplorable affair. It would be 
an abandonment of the noblest principles of our 
christian civilization, and I am certain that such 
a return, such an abandonment, cannot take 
place. I am sure that, as a people, we can nev- 
er sanction, by such a course, the crimes inci- 
dent to that trade, and ibal we will always look 
upon them with the utmost abhorrence. 

The iriends of humanity need have no tears 
on this subject. The authority and power of 
the government are pledged to sustain these 
laws and to enforce their penalties, and an of- 
fender can no more avoid them than can other 
criminals who violate other penal laws. Nor i9 
there necessity for lurther enactment. The law 
is sufficiently a mole in its provisions, and more 
cannot be done to effectually suppress the trade, 
by the National Legislature, than has been 
done. It is true our powers do not reach be 
yond our jurisdiction, and arc inadequate to its 
suppression, where it is carried on by foreign 
States, their dependencies ami colonies; but 
within our borders, and upon our soil, no slave 
ship can, in the face of public opinion, and con- 
trary lo law, discharge her cargo without bring 
ing upon her owners the punishment due to pi 
racy. Some one or two instances have occurred 
lately, it is said, in which slaves imported di 
rectly from Africa have been lauded upon our 
shores; and it is further said, that the same 
thing is to be done in other districts of the 
South. But these will bring upon the perpetra- 
tors ol crimes so fearfully denounced by law, 
the just indignation of the people, and tbey and 
their abettors, sooner or later, must meet with 
condign punishment, for it is impossible to es 
carje tvhere the government is thus able and will 
ing to execute the law in its rigor. Thus, with 
laws perlectly adapted to the nature of the case, 
with Judiciary and Executive departments ready 
and able to enforce their provisions, what more 
can be done? What is there beyond this that 
ought to be done ? Let the enlightened aud the 
wise suggest what else can be accomplished in 
the form of law, aud that suggestion, when 
made, if reasonable and proper in the judgment 
of the calm and moderate, will meet with a 
hearty rcspouse from the National legislature. 

Apart from considerations such as I have been 
urging, the just claims of Africa demand of us 
the continuance of these laws aud their un 
flinching execution. Up to 1808, and for more 
than a century previous to that year, our remote 
ancestors had been instrumental in abducting 
Irom her shores a large proportion of the forty 
million of her people, who had been, without 
regard to principles of right or justice, taken 
from their homes, transported across the ocean, 
aud sold into a bondage Irom which there was 
no redemption. We ihe descendants of those 
who were in some degree instrumental in this 
great wrong, owe it to her that our influence be 
given ungrudgingly against movements in favor 
of the resuscitation ot the slave trade. 

Africa opens ber bosom to us; she appeals to 
us. Indeed, Ethiopia now stretches forth her 
hands. The late interesting discoveries made 
upon that continent by such explorers as Living- 
stone and Barth, show that its inhabitants, 
though sunk in the miserable depths of barba 
rism, are far from being so abject as not to be 
accessible to the humanizing influences of civi 



lixation aud Christianity- In -this view ••: the ' 
case we owe lo Africa a groat debt; the cat' i 
of which wc can scarely calculate, and the de I 
mand of which wc can perhaps never discharge 
as a christian people. Let us endeavor to look 
at it for a moment in its true light. Our forests 
have been cleared; our fields have been culti- 
vated and enriched; our homesteads have becu 
built and beautified, and our fortunes have been 
made mainly by the labor of her descendants; 
and whilst we, the sons of sires whose far back 
ancestors were the involuntary instruments of 
those bv whom alone the great wrong was orig 
inally perpetrated upon Africa, hold our slaves 
die descendants of those first brought by force 
Irom her shores, by a claim, which, before men 
and in the sight of Heaven, and by all the sane-, 
tions of right and justice, before every tribunal 
of righteousness and of honorable, honest and 
fair dealing of man with man, considering the ! 
case as it exists, is a just claim, and whilst we 
have, as men aud as christians, discharged our du- i 
ty in preserving and abiding by the institution of ' 
slavery as it was given to us; and whilst we iu- 
tend in the benign spirit of humanity to adhere 
to it as a lawful institution, and one which, in 
iho Providence of God, is doubtlessly intended 
to work out some great problem for the ainelio 
ration of both races, black and white; whilst we, 
intend to do this, is it not apparent that that great 
continent, teeming with a mighty mass of hu- 
manity, has many and great claims upon us? 
And shall not we who place ourselves among 
the most enlightened nations, recogDize those 
claims? Shall not we, by the majesty of law and 
by the influences and power of public sentiment, 
respond favorably to those claims, and thus vindi- 
cate them in the eyesof all men? What are those 
claims'' How shall we enumerate them'' How 
describe them'' How provide for them'' Would it 
do to send our ships to her ports and harbors, with 
design and means to entrap her untutored sons aud 
daughters, and transfer them to regions unknown 
to them, and where they will be sold into slave- 
ry? Has not the time for this, if there ever 
was a time for it, gone by ' I speak to slave- 
holders, to men of the Southern States, aud 1 
ask you if the time for this dark work has not 
long since passed' Surely it has. And the 
South, the great body of the oivner9 of slaves, 
say that it is passed. No, indeed. Not this. — 
But this is what Africa demands of us, that we 
send to her our ships freighted with the means 
to humanize her benighted children; lo carry 
over her plains the arts of civilization; to ihe 
borders of her vast lakes, and up and down her 
magnificent rivers, and throughout her immense 
territories, crowded with her multitudes of peo- 
ple, the light and life giving power of the word 
of God; the genial and elevating principles of 
the Gospel of Peace. We cannot pay to her 
what wc owe her until we do this. We can 
never, as a christian people, fully respond to 
her claims, which as long as we sustain the in- 
stitution of slavery are constantly beating at 
our doors, until we have, under Providence, giv- 
en our influence at least in favor of those move 
ments which, by numerous facts and discoveries 
now transpiring, indicate that Africa and her 
people are about to take a different, a more ele- 
vated, and a better and happier position in the 
history of the world than heretofore. What! 
revive the slave trade! Permit the law that 
makes it piracy to be openly violated without 
punishment? Go back again to the times before 
Clarkson lived, and adopt the principles of that 
age? The United States to be the first to abro 
grate laws so humane, so perfectly consistent 
with right, and withal so perfectly consonant 
with her best interests'' Heaven daring to un 
dertake to re-estaWisb a system of things in 
open and palpable opposition to the true inter 
ests of humanity, and those interests made ap 
parent by scenes now transpiring? Oh! what a 
perversion of light aud truth ,aod of righteous 
ness on the part of the people, and how desti- 
tute of statesmanship on the part of the Govern 
ment! Let us not imagine lor a moment that 
such a movement can be possible! Let us not, 
for an instant, suppose that it can he seriously 
entertained by statesmen, or can find a lodg- 
ment in the hearts of christians. 

1 have thus expressed myself freely and with 
out reserve on the subject of the slave trade, 
and so would I, if necessary, with regard to the 
fugitive slave law. Th it law, however, wc un 
derstand must remain where it is upon the stat- 
ute books of the nation, and we intend that its 
provisions shall be enforced. Nothing short ol 
this will satisfy us, and we believe that, patriots, 
aud statesmen, and all I'niou loving citizens of 
the Northern States accord this trust lo us freely. 
Norie oppose it but the fanatic — the abolition 
fanatic.
